Food Costs 
Help Hold 
Hikes Down 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
A near- 
record drop in grocery prices held 
inflation to its smallest monthly in 
crease in more than four years during 
February as consumer prices rose 
only one-tenth of a per cent, the 
government said today. 
Falling prices for beef led the 
decline at grocery counters where 
prices tumbled I 5 per cent, the biggest 
monthly drop in 24 years, the labor 
Department said. 
(iasoiine prices also declined, but 
the department said the food was the 
big factor in the slowdown of prices 
last month. 
F ebruary's increase in overall 
coasumer prices compared with an 
increase of four-tenths of a per cent in 
January and was the smallest since 
September, 1971, when prices also rose 
one-tenth of a per cent All figures are 
adjusted to account for seasonal in­ 
fluences 
The latest price report follows a 
spate of economic reports this week 
showing steady im provem ent in 
almost all sectors of the economy. 
Industrial production in February 
increased for tin* loth consecutive 
month, housing starts jumped 27 per 
cent to the highest level in nearly two 
years and businesses began expanding 
inventories by the biggest margin in 
over a year, the government reported 
Ford administration officials con­

The report, released today by the 
Senate subcommitee on long-term 
care and program s, particularly 
scrutinized New York and Illinois 
Senate investigators said private 
homes were found wanting in both 
states 
Sen. Frank F. 
Moss, D-Utah, 
ctiairman of the panel, said the con­ 
ditions were fostered by government 
policy that provides a financial in­ 
centive to move patients from public 
institutions into private-care facilities. 
“ I have seen hungry people with 
their fares up against vending 
machines begging for a quarter,” 
Moss said 
“ I saw three patients 
looking eggs oil a hotplate in their 
room 
while breakfast 
was 
tieing 
served in the* dining room I learned 
that they had bought the eggs with 
money 
they had received from 
begging " 
Moss claimed mental patients "are a 
good investment” in New York as well 
as in Illinois 
He offered case histories of several 
private operations, including one in 
Illinois where the operator housed 180 
mental patients who were transferred 
from public care facilities. The 
operator received $400,000 a year and 
managed to keep $185,000 as profit 
Moss said Uh* operator spent only 54 
c ents |>er patient per day for food 
“ He (the operator) defended this 
profit, telling us it was below industry 
expectations," Moss said 
Moss laid part of the blame on 


Congress and the Sot tai Security Act, 
including the Supplemental Security 
Income program 
In 1935, when it approved Social 
Security . Moss said. Congress barred 
Social Security funds for residents of 
public institutions Hut if boarded in a 
private home they could receive the 
money, 
“ In short. Congress created the 
scandal-ridden, for-profit nursing 
home industry,” he said. 
In this same way, Moss continued, 
Congress barred receipt of SSI funds 
by individuals in public institutions 
and cut SSI funds by a third for in­ 
dividuals under the care of and living 
with relatives 
Die result, Moss said, was an in­ 
centive to leave public institutions for 
private-care facilities The same law 
provided financial incentive for states 
to move patients into private homes, 
transferring the cost of caring for a 
patient to the federal level. 
Tile report says the number of 
patients in state mental hospitals has 
dropped 44 per cent from 427,799 to 
237.692 between 1969 and 1974 
The saddest thing is that more 
often than not patients have been 
placed in slum housing and forgotten."

Democratic majority did not meet 
constitutional requirements 
The court in a 6-1 decision said the 
bills were invalid. The court ordered 
Gov James A Rhodes to file the bills 
with the secretary of state, but said 
they would have no force 
Chief Justice C. William O’Neill, in

m ajority opinion, 
said 
the 
Dem ocrats acted im properly in 
bypassing Republican Ii. Gov John 
W Brown 
Democrats had argued that Brown's 
signature on the legislation was 
merely a formality, and that they were 
justified in taking the legislation 
directly to Democratic Gov. John J 
Gilligan, then in his last day in office. 
But O'Neill said the constitutional 
provision requiring Brown’s signature 


was not discretionary 
“The provisions rn...the Ohio Con­ 
stitution are designed expressly to 
guarantee the 
integrity 
of 
the 
legislative 
process," O’Neill 
said 
“These provisions place a responsi­ 
bility upon th<* presiding officer of each 
house to certify, by hts signature, that 
the integrity of the legislative process 
has not been violated either inadvert­ 
ently or deliberately.” 
Justice Frank D. Celebrezze. the 


lone dissenter, said the majority 
decision “ revitalizes the ancient ritual 
of formal presentment, signing and 
authentication to the demise of es­ 
tablished legislative procedure in 
Ohio” 
The six bills were passed in January 
1975 during the one week period in 
which Democrats controlled both the 
legislature and the governor's office 
Under 
the 
constitution, 
the 
legislature is seated a week before the 


governor Therefore, the Democratic- 
(ontroUcd 111th General Assembly 
took office just before Rhodes took 
office 
The bills the Democrats passed 
during the week were unabashedly 
partisan they redrew Congressional 
district lines to favor Democratic can­ 
didates and shifted jobs and power 
from Republican officeholders to 
Democrat*.

Gilligan. 
however, 
Republican

Brown 
refused to file them, saying they did 
no( carry th** signature of Ii.

Beginning last year, wager earners 
not covered by a qualified private or 
government retirement plan — ex­ 
cluding Social Security and Railroad 
Retirement — became eligible to 
establish 
their 
own 
Individual 
Retirement Accounts 
Those who do so are allowed to 
deduct up to 15 per cent from their 
gross taxable income to a yearly 
maximum of $1,500. Taxes are 
deferred until retirem ent, when 
brackets are lower Taxes are then 
„ applied only as the money is used 
For tax purposes, I RAS thus offer 
wageeam ers who are not enrolled in a 
group plan some of the same tax 
benefits as those who are Only a small 
percentage, however, have taken 
advantage of I RAS, perhaps because of 
a lack of understanding 
Here are some commonly asked 
questions at seminars conducted by 
the American Bankers Association. 
Answers were provided mainly by 
Earl E. McGuire, Jr., vice president of 
the Bank of Asheville, N.C., and 
chairman of the ABA’s IRA Workshop 
Committee. 
For IRA purposes, what is con­ 
sidered income?

An individual may have more than 
one IRA account, but the total invested 
cannot exceed $1,500 in one year, or IO 
per cent of income, whichever is less. 
Are there restrictions on use of the 
funds? 
Stiff ones 
You cannot withdraw 
money before age 594 without a tax 
penalty and distribution must begin by 
age 704. If you withdraw funds, you 
must pay a penalty of IO per cent of the 
amount withdrawn, plus regular in­ 
come taxes 
You may move from one type of IRA 
to another only once every three years, 
although you can switch from one 
mutual fund to another under the same 
management as often as you like. 
Suppose I leave a job where I have 
a pension plan and go to work for a 
company without one? Can I use my 
previous pension money to establish an 
IRA account0 
You might have the option of 
leaving the money with your former 
company and beginning an IRA from 
scratch. You might have the option 
also of accepting the pension money in 
a lump-sum payment 
If you accept the second option, you 
may reinvest tax-free some of this 
money in an IRA within 60 days of 
receiving it. Beginning with the next 
tax year you may begin making 
personal contributions. 
However, only the money con­ 
tributed to the plan by your company 
may be so invested in an IRA. Your 
personal contributions cannot be 
reinvested in an IRA, since they have 
previously been taxed. 
—How important is age0 
Very important. How you approach 
this investment depends on your 
current age, the age at which you 
expect to retire, the length of time you 
expect to draw payments and, most 
importantly, the amount of income you 
seek 
If you expert a long retirement, you 
may prefer the lower return of an 
annuity that guarantees fixed lifetime 
income. If Social Security will be your 
only resource, you may want the 
dependable return of a .savings ac­ 
count. 
If you have outside resources that 
permit you to take risks, you may seek 
capital gains and try to swell your 
retirement fund But remember, the 
greater the reward, the greater is the 
risK in obtaining it 
What features should I look for? 
The institution handling your ac­ 
count should tx* able to explain the 
terms of your IRA and give you an 
indication of the expected rate of 
return You may ask if the account will 
have a guaranteed termination value 
The institution should agree to 
furnish periodic statements on the 
status and value of your account Some 
I RAS have high front-end charges and 
frequent transaction costs, and some 
will have negligible or even no fees. 
You should ask if you can vary the 
amount of your contribution from year 
to year. You may be required to decide 
immediately what type of retirement 
payments you want, or you may be 
able to postpone that decision until

Many people, when told that they 
have some illness or disorder, react 
with anger, hostility, depression and 
personality changes. 
Underlying fears and anxiety about 
such a new threat to their existence 
call forth these unusual reactions. 
Tea great many people, an illness of 
any kind is taken as a personal insult 
"Why m e?" is their first response 
Next, of course, comes the fear of an 
upheaval in their economic and social 
security 
The need to change a lifestyle tends 
to reinforce their behavioral changes. 
It is for this reason that physicians 
everywhere spend a good deal of time 
with their patients, explaining the 
cause of the condition and how it can 
lie helped with proper planning and 
medical attention.

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COLUMBUS, Ohio (AF) - The chief 
of the powerful United Mine Workers 
District 6 says two Ohio coal mines 
were on the brink of potentially dis- 
a stere us explosions within the past 
week. 
" 
John Guzek, president of the 16,000- 
member UMW unit, third largest in the 
nation, told a legislative committee 
Wednesday that the two incidents 
illustrate why Ohio needs new mine 
safety laws. He urged the General 
Assembly to enact new laws before a 
disaster occurs. 
Guzek 
said 
the 
mines 
came 
dangerously close to methane gas 
explosions similar to those which 
killed 26 men in a Kentucky mine. But 
he said in Ohio’s case, about 800 men 
were working below the ground during 
the hazardous periods 
An executive of the company which 
owns one of the mines said he was 
unfamiliar with the incident, and 
doubted it could have occurred without 
his knowledge. 
The owner of the other mine con­ 
firmed the incident in his mine, but 
denied it showed a weakness in the 
safety law. 
Guzek said the incidents occurred at 
the Peabody Coal Co. Sunny Hill mine 
near New Islington and the Y & O. 
Coal Co. Nelms No 2 mine near Cadiz. 
At the Sunny Hill mine, he said, the 
mine’s ventilation system was shut off 
for 45 minutes for repairs. But while 
the shutdown allowed methane gas to 
accumulate, Guzek said, the 500 men 
inside the mine were left to work. 
Electrical equipment remauied ui use, 
he said. 
"It could very easily have caused a 
disaster," Guzek said. 
However, Chuck Schulties, Peabody 
vice president 
for 
underground 
operations, said he doubted Guzek’s 
story. 
Schulties, contacted through the 
Peabody general offices in St. Ixiuis, 
said he had not been able to reach local 
mine officials for a full explanation. 
But he said the incident as described 
would violate both company operating 
procedures and federal regulations. 
"I can’t say that it did or did not 
(occur),” he said. "But I would bet 
that if it did. we would have some kind 
of a violation notice, and believe me I 
would have heard about that." 
Schulties said men are pulled back 
from the working face whenever 
ventilation stops and not sent back 
until the area is verified as safe 
Guzek said at the Nelms No. 2 mine 
near Cadiz, a sudden drop in the 
mure s barometric pressure brought 


an influx of methane gas from old coal 
works 
Guzek said company officials 
detected the methane buildup, which 
reached explosive intensity, and 
closed, down operations in the mine. 
"Give creel# where credit is due," 
Guzek said. But, he added, it "could 
'have caused a disaster if it had not 
been detected.” 
Maple Sap 
Flows Again 


CHARDON, Ohio (AP) - The sap 
has started to flow once more from 
maple trees in Geauga County as a 
result of recent cold temperatures and 
fanners expert to save what might 
have been a dismal harvest. 
Unusually 
warm 
weather 
in 
February had caused maple trees to 
release darker sap than usual. This 
sap made an inferior type of maple 
syrup, fanners here say. 
The trees began to release clearer 
sap with the advent of the recent cold 
weather and the fanners expect to 
make the "fancy-quality” syrup they 
are accustomed to 
The warm temperatures also had 
made some maple trees bud and that 
prevents the trees from releasing sap. 
The month of February, however, 
has taken its toll. Fanners said that 
the syrup yield this year will only be 
about 50 per cent of the usual 75,000 to 
100,000 gallons produced. Geauga 
County produces more maple syrup 
than any other county in Ohio 
In any case, the clear sap will mean 
better syrup and Geauga County 
farmers are once more looking for­ 
ward to the 47th annual Maple Festival 
here.

Yet special interest groups are

regulations that favor them and polls 
show no general public- uprising 
against controls. No revolution seems 


likely soon and the prospec t is for long 
debate, perhaps years of it, before 
major changes are made 
Regulatory Veto 
Perhaps the best prospect for quick 
passage is a proposal to allow either 
house of Congress to block new 
regulation simply by a majority vote. 
I*resently it takes a law passed by both 
houses to overturn a regulation. 
House sponsor Elliot levitas, IX la., 
thinks the regulators would be more 
careful if their regulations — 7,496 in 
1974 — could be rejected more easily 
by Congress. In that year, Congress 
itself passed only 404 laws 
“ We are saying we want to take a 
look at these regulations.

surfaced 
Thursday, if only because of the 
opening of spring training camps 
ordered by Commissioner Howie 
Kuhn, ending a 17«iay shutdown. 
"It feels good to get my uniform on,” 
said Pete Rose. captain of the world 
( hampton Cincinnati Reds 
Rose, like many major leaguers, had 
worked out on his own at a local little 
14 ague field, waling for the camps to 
be opened When Kuhn gave the word, 
most teams held at least cursory 
workouts Thursday with players 
streaming into camps in Florida, 
Arizona and California. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
negotiators 


retreated to New York following a 
week of talks in Florida that was 
climaxed by the owners “best and final 
offer.” That proposal included, for the 
first time, acknowledgement by the 
owners of recently-won free agent 
rights for the players. 
Marvin Miller, executive director of 
the players association, had expressed 
displeasure with many aspects of the 
owners' document and said he would 
recommend rejection by the union's 
executive board 
Reportedly, the player repre­ 
sentatives voted 17-6 to reject the offer. 
But instead of an outright turndown, 
they decided on a softer position, 
neither rejecting nor accepting the 
owners’ offer but calling instead for 
further negotiation and opening of the 
(amps. 
"It was a good, thoughtful meeting,” 
said Miller "The players understood 
the problems and they understood the 
proposal It was the strangest last 
proposal' anybody ever got, with 14 
items listed to la* discussed.' There 
was a positive mood and a firmness 
about what they believe." 
One of the key points in the owners’ 


offer was the right for every player to 
become a free agent in 1976 or 1977. 
They would then be eligible for a 
special draft 
conducted 
by eight 
teams, picking in inverse order of the 
previous season’s standings 


The players, however, have insisted 
on the same blanket free agent rights 
awarded to pitchers Andy Messer- 
smith and Dave McNally by an im­ 
partial arbitrator and upheld by two 
federal courts. That status permits 
bidding by all 24 major league clubs, a 
right 
Messersmith 
is 
currently 
exercising. 


Fallowing the executive board 
meeting, however, Miller indicated, 
the players might accept some 
modified free agent rule - something 
less than the 24-team bidding but more 
than the eight bottom teams the 
owners have offered. 
The players also suggested that the 
two sides seek assistance from the 
Federal Mediation and Conciliation 
Service. That government agency has 
informed both sides that it stands 
ready to enter the dispute if requested 
by them

Hearst Case Goes To Jury 


SAN FRANCISCO (A P ) - Jurors in 
Patricia 
Hearses 
trial 
enter 
deliberations with two conflicting 
portraits of the newspaper heiress - 
one by the prosecutor who insists she is 
a conniving bar, the other by the 
defender who argues she robbed a 
bank to save her life 
In final arguments Thursday, US 
Atty 
Jam es 
L, 
Browning 
Jr 
repeatedly urged the seven woman. 
five man jury to base their verdict on 
the evidence Defense attorney F I-en 
Bailey stopped just short of suggesting 
they ignore it and rely instead on her 
own testimony 
U.S. DM . Judge Oliver J. Carter 
planned to issue final instructions and 
send the bank robbery case to the jury 
today The trial is in its eighth week 
Browning, his voice occasionally 
rising in an impassioned two-hour 
address, implored the jury to watch 
again the film of Miss Hearst robbing 
the bank, read her underground 
writings, listen to her strident voice on 
taped messages and her profanity- 
laced jailhouse conversation with a 
friend 
Bailey, in a 45-rmnute oratory that 
barely mentioned the evidence, said 
the trial dealt with ‘ dying or sur­ 
viving 
'Dial 
is all 
that 
Patricia 
Campbell Hearst thought about." 
Miss Hearst, 22, testified that she 
was a terrified hostage of her Sym- 
btonese I iberation Army kidnapers 
and participated in an April 15, 1974, 
bank roblx*ry under fear of death 
Bailey argued that a guilty verdict 
would encourage similar kidnapings in 
the future 
The government contended she was 
a willing convert to terrorism and 
Browning dismissed her defense as 
too incredible to be believed.” 
He recited the major points in her 
defense, summed it up as if she were 
saying, “ I didn t mean it," and then, 
leaning forward over a lectern, he said 
slowly and emphatically, “ Ifs too big 
a pill to swallow, it just doesn't wash." 
The tall, lanky prosecutor, glancing 
at a prepared text, made only one 
direct referenc e to Miss Hearses Feb. 
4, 1974. kidnaping at the hands of the 
SLA 
‘T m sorry that Patricia Hearst was 
kidnaped,” he said.’T m sorry anyone 
was kidnaped ... but can you assume 
that she was a kidnap victim for the 
next 19 months?

he urged the jury. “ Judge this case on 
the merits Judge this case on the evi­ 
dence." 
Bailey, discarding 
notes 
and

microphone, hammered away at the 
kidnaping and Miss Hearses professed 
fear of the SI .A as coloring all the evi* 


dence against her. 
‘You have to resort to something 
besides the evidence in this case," he 
said. “ Ifs riddled with doubt and 
always will be " 
Bailey, peppering his speech with 
dram atic pauses and sometimes 
almost whispering, said there was no 
question that she robbed a bank 
“ The question you are here to an­ 
swer is w hy?" he told the jurors. “ And 
would you have done the same thing to 
survive? Or was it her duty to die to 
avoid committing a felony ."

W ell, anyhow , we did n ’t quit 
Everybody else did and we dared to bi* 
different, lia r I’m here to tell you I 
used a lot of Right Guard and 5-day 
deodorant pads.

A irport the finest in the state and a 
living monument to all veterans. But 
the fact that it is tells anyone visiting 
here what the people, the community 
and the county is like Did you realize 
th at this is the only airport in the 
United States nam ed and dedicated to 
the veterans? 
I ’ve gotta quit. I could go on for 
hours. I want to thank the Circleville 
H erald and Ole Sunshine, w ithout them 
behind us you wouldn 't be reading this 
Also WNRE went out of their way to 
help us prom ote 
the airport and 
everything we’ve done. Dick Tootle, 
Bob liste n and Don atrous and the 
airport authority headed up by Crazy 
I* g s Stout are to be commended for 
their efforts to continually build and
